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STARTLING DISCOVERY IN 
ELEVATOR SHAFT. 


JOHN REBURG’S AWFUL FATE. 


Found in the Elevator of a Main Street 
| ’ Factory, Where Rats Were 
Eating Him. 


Fimployes of the Hirschl-Bendheim Cob 
Pipe Co., 415 North Main street, going to 
work at 7 o’clock Wednesday morning, heard 
peculiar squeaking. noises which they at 
first could not comprehend. 

The first arrivals waited around on the 
first floor, paying little attention to the 
sounds, but as other workmen came and the 
noise continued and increased in vigor the 
conjecture grew as to the cause. 

The sounds were finally recognized as 

those of rats squealing, and as a rats’ chor- 
us was unusual.in the place at that hour 
an effort was made to locate their gathering 
place. The noise was found to emanate 
trom the bottom of the elevator shaft. 
About fifteen of the workmen went to in- 
7 e approached the bottom of the 
elevator shaft, the squealing suddenly 
> ceased and there was a pattering of little 
* feet across the floor. 
John McMillan and L. Wagner were in 
advance of the rest. Wagoner struck a 
match. The light revealed the body of a 
man lying on the floor of the elevator. It 
„ proved to be that of John Reburg, who had 
‘been employed five months at the factory 
as night watchman. 

He was dead. When the body was car- 
Ted out into the aht the rat chorus was 
explained. They had been holding high car- 
nival over the corpse, feasting on tts flesh. 

The skin of the hands had been lacerated 


to the top floor of the building, along the 
middle of the north wall. Being a hand con- 
trivance, the elevator was never considered 
unsafe and to guard thoroughiv against ac- 
cident, the shaft was equipped with auto- 
matic trap doors, which were closed by the 
elevator as it passed each floor. 

It is supposed that Reburg entered the 
elevator to go from one floor to another 


and the apparatus suddenly gave way, the. 


elevator dropping with him to the base- 
ment, 

He was crouched on the floor of the ele- 
vator when found. 

On account of the absence of contusions 
or wounds other than those inflicted by 
the rats, it is thought that death was not 
instantaneous, but was caused by internal 
injuries. 

Whether the rats attacked the unfortu- 
nate while life remained in him and he 
was defenseless from his injuries is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. 

Reburg was about 50 years old and his 
home was at 2719 North Broadway.

Dugald Crawford was arraigned in the 
Court of Criminal Correction at noon Wed- 
nesday to answer the charge of intimidat- 
ing and coercing his employes in their right 
of franchise.

The other witnesses were Julia 
Burns, Messrs. Bryan, Wren, O’Hanlon, 
Freundlich and Gradwohl, all, with one ex- 
ception, employes who were discharged on 
Oct. 22 because they were for free silver.

The Master of the Michigan State 
Grange Deserts the Republican 
Party and Gives Reasons.

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 28.—Hon. George 
B. Horton, master of the Michigan State 


Grange, and a life-long Republican, has 
just declared against McKinley and for 
Bryan and for the free coinage of silver. 

This change comes late in the campaign 
and has caused a profound sensation in 
Michigan. 

Mr. Horton is the wealthiest farmer and 
largest landowner in Lewanee County, 
which is one of the oldest and most popu- 
lous in the State. He has always been a 
Republican and says he still is one, but 
belongs to the Teller school, and will vote 
for a candidate pledged to the free cotnage 
of silver. 

He claims that farm property has great- 
ly depreciated and the cause of it can be 
found in the existing monetary system; he 
is opposed to its continuance. 

He has written a letter for publication, in 
which he says that he does not know wheth- 
er he has left the Republican party or 
whether the Republican party has left him, 
and he proceeds to demonstrate the grievous 
injustice done to agriculture in the adop- 
tion of a contracted currency, resulting 
from the single gold standard, and declares 
that it is to the true interest of every 
farmer to vote for silver as a protection to 
home and to his own interests, and thus 
prevent the American farmer from declin- 
ing to a position of serfdom. He warns the 
farmers of the dangers threatened by con- 
traction of the currency. 

His position has created a profound sen- 
sation in the State. He is master of the 
State Grange and the largest dairyman in 
the United States, being ex-president of the 
National Dairymen’s Association.

Convincing Statement of the Reasons 
Why Banks Oppose Enlargement 
of Circulation. 


Special. to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 2.—There is 
some significant and important data in the 
Comptroller of the Currency reports, con- 
cerning the financial controversy. The fig-- 


ures mentioned show the necessity for an 
increased circulation. On page 12 it is 
shown that the total bank loans outstand- 
ing on July 18, 1894, were $4,125,000,000. 

On page 16, report for 18%, the total loans 
are shown to have increased to , 11. 000, 
000. Nearly three times as much as all 
the money in the United States. 

The bank loans outstanding on a given 
day in July, 189%, were $3,600,000,000 more 
than all the money these banks possessed 
and is practically that amount of credits 
created by the banks in lieu of money. 
These credits are loaned to their cus- 
tomers for $200,000,000 a year interest. 

This is a “bank credit“ circulation of 
$30 per capita as against $21.18 per capita 
of actual money. 

January, 1894, the eirculation was $25.6 
per capita. July 1, 1896, it had decreased to 
$21.18, a loss of about $300,000,000 on the per 
capita basis. 

July, 1894, the bank loans were $4,311,000,000 
because the business interests require just 
so much money or credits to do its work, 
and as the circulation decreased the bank 
loans increased, so it would naturally fol- 
low that if we should increase the cir- 
culation it would decrease the necessity 
for the bank credit loans. As our circu- 
lation now stands and as business is now 
carried on, these loans are a necessity. 

The creators of these credits cannot get 
a dollar of actual money any cheaper than 
any one else, they have to give something 
for it, but the credits do not cost them «a 
cent. ’ 

As a natural consequence those who are 
creating and selling credits are opposed 
to any increase in the supply of actual 


money.

After telling his name and address he 
stated that he had been a resident of St. 
Louis since 1889. He had been in D. Craw- 
ford’s employ for nearly seven years as a 
buyer in the glove and handkerchief de- 


partment. 

Mr. Mulvihill asked him if he had ever 
voted in the city of St. Louis. 

Mr. McDonald objected to the question as 
irrelevant. 

The Court sustained the objection. 
“Were you a registered voter on Oct. 
102 * 

Mr. McDonald again objected. 

The Court again sustained him. 

Mr. Noland interposed that the statement 
in the information was- that “he was a 
qualified voter.“ 

The Judge interposed that there was a 
record to show that. 

Mr. Mulvihill then asked Mr. Gradwohl 
wheré he was born. He answered in Bal- 
timore. 

Mr. McDonald objected to a question as 
to his length of residence in St. Louis. 
The court overruled him. Then Mr. Mc- 
Donald arose and showed his hand. He 
intimated that Mr. Gradwohl was not a 
qualified voter and that consequently the 
charges would fall to the ground. ° 

ong discussion followed on what con- 
stituted a “qualified voter,“ Gov. Johnson 
holding that a citizen of 21 years of age was 
a qualified voter, Messrs. McDonald and 
Bass insisting that the witness had to be 
registered under the law under which the 
prosecution was acting. 


Mr. Noland took up the argument and 
laid down the principle that in a preliminary 
hearing there was no restriction on the 
pleading. 

He showed that as a matter of courtesy 
the State had disclosed the section under 
which it woulji proceed. Now the defense 
sought to take advantage of them, whereas 
under section 65 Mr. Crawford could be held 
under the evidence as section 65 referred to 
an unregistered voter while section 66 re- 
ferred to the registered citizen. 

Replying, Mr. McDonald said: “It might 
be possible for the court to hold Mr. Craw- 
ford for criminal assault.“ 

He made a plea for regularity in the 
hearing and insisted that a particular of- 
fenge should be specified and proved under 
a KK statute. 

It would be a violation of good taste, a 
public offense, to bring Mr. Crawford into 
court for intimidating a qualified voter and 
then seek to hold him for something else.

By the same process of rea- 
soning if it had been the custom to present 
a Gloster clothed in a cutaway coat, @ silk 
hat and patent leather shoes, and Mr. Mans- 
field had appeared in doublet and hose, 
burnished armor, or kingly robe he might 
have been criticised for violating @ time- 
honored custom. That the custom was 
based on a misconception would have made 
no difference. Custom is custom, and it is 
a parlous thing to monkey with tradition. 
The traditional stage Richard appears in 
the first act as a repulsive hunchback, lame, 
sour of speech, truculent, bloodthirsty and 


as old in appearance as he is on the day of 
his death. The truth of history 18: Gloster 
was born in 1452, espoused Anne in 1474; 
ascended the English throne in 1483 and was 
slain in the Battle of Bosworth Field in 
1485. That a man of such intense, nervous 
temperament should not change in appear 
ance and disposition between the ages of 22 
and 83 would seem incredible, yet that ap- 
pears to have been the idea of the actors 
who made the traditional Richard.

SIXTEEN THOUSAND’ OF THEM 
CHEER HIM LUSTILY. 


FILLED BATTERY D, CHICAGO. 


Made Them a Stirring Speech, Show- 
ing How Their Interests Center 
in Free Silver. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, IIL, Oct. 28.—The distinctive 
triumph of Mr. Bryan’s Chicago visit was 
scored to-day at noon. 

Mark Hanna has been trumpeting abroad 
the announcement that no business men of 
Chicago are for Bryan. And yet sixteen 
thousand of the representative business men 
of the city left their business cares at noon 
to-day and crowded Battery D to hear the 
financial issue expounded by the leader of 
the free silver cause. 

It was a conservative crowd which could 
not be carried off its feet by idle clamor, 
nor enthused by the ordinary methods of 
the politicians. Yet time and again, when 
Mr. Bryan was speaking, its enthusiasm ri- 
valed that of the crowd at Tattersall’s, and 
it gave spontaneous demonstration in its 
belief in and approval of the doctrine of 
free silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

it was, indeed, a crowd of the true ratio 
—sixteen thousand hearers to one orator. 

Mr. Bryan has talked to ‘thousands in 
this city already, but when he spoke to the 
business men in Battery D he was talking to 
employers, who indirectly have some in- 
fluence over probably 50,000 voters in Cook 
County. 

The free silver champion knew and appre- 
ciated this. His speech was a careful one. 
It effects upon the men who heard it was

After his wonderful performance Tuesday 
night, Mr. Bryan appeared fresh and vig- 
orous. 

When he left the Auditorium at 10 o’clock 
to drive to the North Side he was smiling 
and eager to get to work. 

He believes that Chicago, the pivotal 
point in the pivotal State of the Union, is 
going to repudiate Mark Hanna and his 
methods; he thas returned here where he 
was nominated, after his trip to the Hast, 
to the West, to the North and to the South, 
to pit his strong physique, his grit, his elo- 
quence, his magnetic popularity, in the scale 
against Mark Hanna and boodle. The strug- 
gle that he is making here is watched with 
the same breathless interest that would be 
given the deciding battle between warring 
nations. 

„Ohl my voice is all right,“ said Mr. Bry- 
an to-day in answer to a question from an 
anxious Democrat.

While Mr. Bryan was talking to the busi- 
ness men in Battery D, 30,000 people on the 
outside were jostling and pushing, listening

For the first time in seventy years the 
people have the opportunity of expressing 
their will as to the location of our State 
Capital. | 

Are the people satisfied with Jefferson 
City and with the results of seventy years’ 
efforts to build up a creditable capital city 
there? a 

Do the voters believe that the present 
Capital city is good enough for Mis- 
souri?’’ ‘ 

Can any good reason be given against 
moving the capital to a modern, progress- 
ive and beautiful little city, centrally lo- 
cated and accessible to all parts of the 
State, and which would become the equal, 
in population and everything else that 
makes up a modern city, of the State capi- 
tals of other prosperous States? 

Why should not Missouri have a capital 
city equal in every way with the capitals 
of other States? Why should Missouri 
people maintain their seat of government 
at a place where it is impossible to build 
up a,city of any considerable size or im- 
portance? 

These are questions which every intelli- 
gent man should carefully weigh and to 
which his ballot should give answer. The 
voters must be responsible if they defeat 
the pending constitutional amendment. If 
they defeat it, then their money must be 
spent to repair and rebuild in Jefferson 
City our State buildings. The cost would 
be great, the results inadequate and unsat- 
isfactory. 

Sedalia is already about three times the 
population of Jefferson City, which has 
had al] the help the State could give her 
and which is twice the age of Sedalia. 
The city of Sedalia has every character- 
istic and feature needed for a beautiful 
capital. The people there have shown their 
ability to carry out great enterprises in 
the past. The wealth and growth of Sedalia 
are proofs of the ability and good faith 
of the — — 

The pending proposition is one that has 
been carefully matured. If the amendment 
be ratified by the voters at the polls on 
Nov. 3 the constitution will be changed 
only to the extent of permitting and pro- 
moting the removal of the capital, but the 
seat of government will still rémain at 
Jefferson City until new and satisfactory 
grounds and proper buildings are provided 
and furnished to the State free of cost at 
Sedalia. These grounds are to be selected 
and located and the plans of the buildings 
are to be approved and the buildings them- 
selves, when completed, are to be subject 
to the acceptance of five State commission- 
ers—the Governor, Secretary of State, Aud- 
itor, Treasurer and Attorney-General. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri declared 
in the case of Edwards vs. Lesueur that 
this proposed amendment would not in- 
vade any private right, impair any cen- 
tract, obligation, nor in any way exceed 
the inherent power of the people. The Su- 
preme Court declared that this amendment 
would not change the seat of government, 
but would only provide the means of doing 


it. 

Under the law of 1895 good and sufficient 
bonds were deposited with the Governor, 
the amount and security approved by him, 
to guarantee the donation of land, the erec- 
tion of all new State buildings at Sedalia 
and the.payment of other proper expenses. 
Whatever quibbles may be advanced at 
this late day about the law of 1895, and 
as to the value of the securities given, it 
cannot be questioned that the bonds exceed 
in amount what was required by the Gov- 
ernor, who was fully advised by two able 
architects of the cost and expense of erect- 
ing the necessary buildings. The Governor 
has declared that the security on the bond 
was absolutely good, and he approved the 
bonds in form and substance as fully suf- 
ficient to indemnify the State against any 
possible loss. 

When these securities are considered and 
the conditional nature of the constitutional 
amendment properly understood, no truth- 
ful man will assert that cost or expense, 
or tax to the property owners or the State 
would result from ratifying constitutional 
amendment No. 1. 

The removal of the capital would not seri- 
ously injure Jefferson City, as the peniten- 
tlary and Lincoln Institute would be main- 
tained there, while new institutions would 
soon be established in the present State 
buildings, which would remain the prop- 
erty of the State. All these would be worth 
more to Jefferson City than those which 
she now enjoys. 

On the other hand, Sedalia is so situated 
and has such manifest advantages as to 
insure rapid growth in population and 
wealth, if the capital is located there, 
Though worth but little to Jefferson City, 
the capital would help Sedalia, and that 
city would soon become the equal of Des 


* 


apolis or Columbus. 

The proposition does not involve tearing 
down Jefferson City. It is not intended or 
calculated to materially injure that place. 
The proposition is that Missoyri shall have 
a capital city that will reflect credit on the 
State, add wealth and population to the 
State, and enable future generations of 
Missourians to have pleasure in visiting 
their State Capital, and feel just pride in 
it as the seat of government. 

It is useless to waste time in answering 
the attacks made on Sedalia, in connection 
with the pending constitution amendment, 
through anonymous circulars that have 
been published. The people of Sedalia need 
no defense. The city itself stands as proof 
of their sagacity, ability and enterprise. 
No intelligent man questions the right of 
the State to remove the capital. Ever 
true citizen believed that it is as fair an 
proper for Missouri to remove her capital 
again as it was to move it originally to 
Jefferson City, or as it was for other States 
to move their capitals—for example, the 
States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas, Colorado, California, Alabama, 

nd others. 

"Sie weaves of the State capital will be 
of vast importance to the industrial trades. 
Workingmen and contractors will find work 
for thousands of mechanics and laborers in 
Sedalia for several years, in constructing 
new State buildings, city buildings, streets, 
sewers, more street railroads, shops, fac- 
tories, stores, thousands of homes, etc.; 
and millions of dollars will thus be paid out 
or labor. 

. Capital removal can not cost the State 
or taxpayers anything, as the proposed 
constitutional amendment puts all the ex- 
pense on Sedalia and Pettis County, and 
good security has been given to comply 
with all conditions. The Legislature wil] 
be absolutely prohibited from appropriating 
money to erect the buildings at Sedalia. 
The proposed amendment will become the 
supreme law when ratified, and only an- 
other vote of the people could change it. 
The last sentence of the amendment is as 
follows: ; 

“The State shall in no manner become 
liable for, nor shall it pay any part what- 
ever of the cost of the new public build- 
ings herein provided for, and the county 
before mentioned (Pettis) shall pay the 
entire cost of moving the records and per- 
sonal property of the State to the new 
public buildings, so that the State shall be 
at no expense whatever in the change of 
the seat of government.“

BRYAN’S CHICAGO CAMPAIGN. 


HEARD BY MANY THOUSANDS. 


Democratic Nominee Never Flagged in 
Energy and Created the Great- 
est Enthusiasm Everywhere. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—William Jennings 
Bryan began last night his cemarkable 
campaign in this city. He made six 
speeches during the evening, being heard 
by countless thousands of people and be- 
ing received with unlimited cheering and 
enthusiasm, } 

Mr. Bryan arrived here at 8:30 p..m. Tues- 
day over the Alton road, and was met at 
the depot by an enthusiastic crowd of his 
admirers. The crusi was so great in the 


harrow space of the first floor of the Alton 
depot that the police had a difficult task 
to prevent people from being injured. 

The k County Democratic Marching 
Club and several silver clubs, with a large 
number of bands, were waiting for him 
on Canal street, and as soon as he appeared 
the march was taken up for Battery D on 
Michigan avenue. A short parade through 
the downtown streets preceded the arrival 
at the. battery. 

Entering the city from Brighton Park, 
where Mrs. Bryan appeared on the platform 
and distributed flowers, there were crowds 
at every street crossing until the Union 
Depot was reached. While the crowds were 
dispersing at the depot the sidewalk in 
front of 121 Canal street gave way: and 
nearly one hundred people were precipitated 
into the basement, twelve feet below. Many 
weceived slight injuries. Those most seri- 
ously hurt were Patrick Houston, Michael 
Finan, Albert Powers and William. Nolan, 
all middle-aged men. None of them was 
fatally injured, but all will be confined to 
their beds for some time to come. 


TUESDAY NIGHT’S SPEECHES. 


Mr. Bryan Addressed Numerous Audi- 
ences at Chicago. 


Mr. Bryan’s address at Battery D Tues- 
day night was as follows: 


‘“‘Fellow-Citizens—As I returned to your 
city to take part in the closing exercises of 
this campaign, I have witnessed to-day a 
scene which impresses me and which leads 
me to believe that this great city of the 
West, waich rests upon the prosperity of 
the great mass of our people, which cannot 
prosper without they prosper—tnat this 
great city will cast its influence one week 
from to-day on the side of an American 
financial policy for the American people. 
(Great applause). I am not vainglorious 
enough to believe that any part of the ex- 
traordinary enthusiasm which I have wit- 
nessed between the Missouri and the At- 
lantic coast is intended as a personal trib- 
ute. (Applause and cries of Tes, yes.“) 
No, my friends, I want you to believe me 
when I say that in this great contest it is 
the principle for which. the candidate stands 
and not for the candidate himself that has 
called forth this demonstration. (Applause.) 

There is only one thing for which I claim 
any credit. I lieve that you, and others 
who have expressed themselves as you have 
expressed yourselves, have confidence that 
I will carry out the pledges which I have 
made in this campaign. (Applause.) It is 
simply your confidence t I will do what 
I have promised to do d tarry out the 
ideas for which, in this campaign, I stand, 
and for this only that I can claim any 
credit.

I do believe that the set- 
tlement of that great question affects every 
man, woman and child in this land, and 
when I see the people stirred as they have 
seldom been stirred before, I believe that 
they appreciate the responsibilities of citi- 
zenship, and they intend that their ballots 
shall be cast for that financial policy which 
they believe to be best for themselves, their 
neighbor, and their country. (Applause.) I 
appreciate, too, the kindly feeling that has 
prompted this gift from the Hebrew Dem- 
ocrats. (Applause.) (The. gift referred to 
was a silver star, in the center of which 
was Mr. Bryan’s picture. The ster was 
presented to Mr. Bryan by John Weinberg 
on behalf of the Hebrew Democrats of Chi- 
cago.)

The first of the half-dozen of Mr. Bryan’s 
speeches following the initial address at 
Battery D was delivered at Arcade Hall, 
Sixty-fifth street and Wentworth avenue, 
in the extreme southern portion of the city. 
The building was packed, people hanging 
on the rafters and others climbing on boxes 
piled at every window outside to get a look 
at the candidate. Mr. Bryan was wildly 
cheered. He said: 

„Ladies and Gentlemen—Your chee 
has been a great disappointment to me. 
was told tnat this was a Republican neigh- 
borhood and I came prepared to make a 
speech to Republicans, but if you are all 
right I will have to make a different 
speech.”

He declared the question 
at issue in this election to be whether or 
not to adopt the 1 217 idea of awalt- 
ing the consent of England for the restora- 
tion of bimetallism. 

Mr. Bryan’s address dealt chiefly with 
what he termed the grotesqueness and ab- 
surdity of the gigantic Government opera- 
tions following the crusade of the gold 
standarl advocates against the Sherman 
law, when, he said, America furnished mil- 
lions or gold to for the bonds that she 
sold to get gold.

Shortly 
after the woman married Jones, about fif- 
teen years ago, he shot and killed A. 8. 
Champion at Anna, III., for resisting ar- 
rest, Jones being a City Marshal. He was 
sentenced to a term of six years in the 
penitentiary and Mrs. Jones never lived 
with him after that. 

Exactly three years after Jones’ release 
he murdered Sarah Mendenthal at the 
County Fair at Anna. The man was 
helping him at his refreshment booth and 
demanded wages that were due her. Jones 
beat her to death. He escaped from jail and 
went South. 

In the fall of 1895 he visited his wife in St. 
Louis, where she was living with Bilby at 
715 South Broadway. Jones tried to re- 
cover his child, and a quarrel arose which 
resulted in Jones’ arrest.

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GRAIN MEN OBJECT. 


They Claim the Missouri Pacific Dis- 
criminates Against St. Louis. 


Officials of the Missouri Pacific, Frisco 
and other Western lines, will have some 
highly interesting reading placed before 
them in a few days. 

St. Louis grain men are preparing to 
make a concerted protest inst what they 
consider discrimination against the St. Louis 
markets. 

They claim that St. Louis interests are be- 
ing sacrificed in favor of Guif points, 
notably Galveston and New eans. 

The grain tariffs from nearly all the West- 
ern points are supposed to be equitably ad- 
justed on a mileage — sis, 

Local grain men contend that the basis 
now effective is not equitable and operates 
to the detriment of the St. Louis grain 
market. 

Traffic Manager Leeds of the Merchants’ 
Exchange is preparing an elaborate state- 
ment to be submitted to the Western rail- 
roads. 

He is flguring out the proportion of the 
St. Louis percentage of grain rates to Gulf 
points. He claims to have figures to show 
that both the mileage rate and the hundred 
oo rate from estern points are lower 
n proportion than the rates from the same 
points to St. uls. 

He is also preparing to show that in cases 
where there is a mileage rate to Gulf points 
and a hundred pound rate to St. Louis on 
the same class of in the Gulf rate, if 
figured on a hundred pounds, is lower than 
the rate to St. Louis; not proportionately 
but actually lower. 

Mr. Leeds says that if the roads do not 
consent to a readjustment the matter will 
be taken before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which is expected to return 
to St. Louis shortly to take additional tes- 
timony in the matter of Texas load rates.

Only the tremendous effort in the 
United States to hurry wheat across the Atlantic 
prevented a much greater advance. When this 
rush is past there will be a further advance.

ceeding would be a farce. The hearing 


opened after a squable between Squire Ja- 
cobs and Coroner Caster, the former usurp- 
ing the latter’s functions. 

Then Farmer Marquitz of Meramec had no 
notification of the hearing and went to St. 
Louis to sell apples. He delayed the hearing 
until 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Judge Jacobs looked wise during the pro- 
ceedings but seldom opened his mouth and 
never asked a question. Jurymen Carter 
and Maule conducted the investigation. 

When they began their cross-examination 
of witnesses, the affair for the first time 
assumed an intelligent aspect. 

The inquest ran on in a happy-go-lucky 
way from 1 to 4:30 p. m., the time being 
consumed by members of the G. A. R. who 
were on board the excursion train. They 
contributed lengthy and irrelevant stories 
of their personal experiences. Mr. Charles 
F. Vogel, the last witness, gave the only 
material testimony. He described the meet- 
ing of the trains on the single track and 
described ‘the identification of the dead, an 
important point that seven preceding wit- 
nesses had not touched upon. 

Engineer Dryden followed. He dictated 
his statement in deliberate fashion, with- 
out any trace of emotion. His direct testi- 
mony covered only the-signal orders he re- 
ceived at Chouteau avenue and the fact 
that he forgot about the Valley Park ac- 
commodation when passing Spring Park.
